It is reported that Sun Yat-son 
has ordered the onlistmont of 
moro labourers in the Red Army 
and that: theso mon aro ‘being 
aquippod with tho arms taken 
from tho Volunteor Corps. 

A tologram from tho Cantonoso 
Society in Shanghai has boen 
receivad by the bonovolant socic- 
tivs, the Commercial Guilds and 
tho Pross Society, condemning 
tho action of Sun Yat-son which 
caused tho devastation of the 
city. It ia suggested that tho 
day--the 15th day ot ;the Ninth 
month—shoultd be marked ovory 
year asa memorial day for thoso 
who lost thoir livoa. ;

SUNDAY CARGO 
WORKING. 


MASTE DENIES CHARGE. 


The Mastor of tho-a.s. San 
Ning was chargod with working 
cargo on Sunday, bofore Licut. 
Comdr.. G. F. Hole, Marine 
Magistrato, in the Marino Court 
this morning. The evidence 
showod that 12. bags of rice had 
boon landed from hia ship on 
Sunday afternoon last, and 
placed on a truck waiting outsido 
the wharf gate. 

Mr. & E. Hall, solicitor, ap- 
peared for tho: accused and ox- 
aininod tho witnesses in an effort 
to bring out the point that tho 
rice’ in question was not cargo. 
He first questioned tho Master 
who said that all cargo for 
the-trip had been loaded’ on 
the “San Ning” on Saturday 
afternoon] last, and that the holds 
had been locked at 6 p.m. that 
evening. He sald it: would bo 
impossible 2ithor to recolve or un- 
load any cargo aoftor that time. 

Tho cargo books of tho ship 
wore produced by . the second 
accountant and showed sevoral 
hundred bags of rico as cargo on 
tho trip in question.. 

Tho ovidenco also showed that 
the second accountant was tho 
only poreon of authority aboard 
tho ship at the timo tho rico was 
said to havo been taken off. Ho 
doniod any knowledge of the rico 
at oll. 

Tho boat being away from 
Hongkong, tho onse was postpon- 
od until Saturday at 10.30 o.m. 
whon more- witnossos will be 
produced. :

RAID-ON A VILLAGE. 


; , 
_ A daring raid by robbers on a 
village in tha New Territorios 
which was.only frustrated by the 
prompt action of Mr. Ry Karn- 
shaw, resulted in o trial 
this morning at the ri- 
minal. . Sossicns when .the 
would bo motor-bandits wore 
chargod with. (1) robbery by two 
or moro at Sham Tseng ini the 
Tain Wan district and (2) unlaw- 
ful possossion of arms and arm- 
munition. Thore was a third 
chargo against Chan Fat: ono of 
wounding Fu Shang with intent. 
Six mon were concerned in the 
robbery— Wu Wai-tsun, Lo Tam, 
Pun Nan, Ngai Chan, Li, Sav, 
and Chan Fat—and thoy: all 
ploaded not guilty. — 
Mr. T. M. Hostorigg. "jrho 
appeared for the Crown, said that 
tho first poraon to come into the 
limelight was tho firet Jcfondant 
who visited the Chung; Meo 
Garago at Shamshuipo and asked 
for o car for seven persons. It 
was eventually decided that ho 
should taka two cars. {They 
went ‘off together and at the 
jynetton of the Tiipo Road and 
the Castle Peuk.: Road the 
first defendunt-- stepped the 
oars, went up -the hill and 
returned with tho second, . third 
and sixth dofondants. Near 
Goldring'’s Bungalow thoy picked 
up the fourth defendant and ‘at 
Laichikok, tho fifth. Thoy waited 
for a sovonth but ho failed to put 
in an anpenranca and they. de- 
cided ty go-oun  withvut faim. 
When they renched Sham Tseng, 
the defendants got out and asked 
the drivers to wait. 
arofo as to payment and finally 
it was- decided that Wu Wui- 
tsun should stay with tho cars. 
An additional reason forhis stay- 
ing behind was provided by tho 
fact thet he had onco been ao 
schoolmaster in the villago and 
would probably have boon ro- 
cognised. . 
Entering .the village, _ con- 
tinued the Crown Solicitor, 
tho prisonors visited 1 matshod 
in which wero four porsons and 
immediately tho sixth defendant 
fired at a youth named Fu.Chang 
and wounded him in the arm. 
Tho place was ransacked and tho 
second dofondant left on guard to 
provent tho occupants giving the 
alarm.” The remaining four ran 


into a house noarby without 


noticing a man. standing outside. 
Thoy stolo everything of valuc 
from the woman occupant but 
meanwhilo her husband, the man 
outside, had run into maia 
road and he found Mr, Earn- 
shaw, who acting with commend- 
able promptitude telephoned Tsin 
Wan Polico Station and the 
Wator Police at Tsim Sha Tsui. 
Sergoant Hourthan, at Tain Wan, 
turnod out and hold up-tho cars 
which were thon travolling at o 
high spood away from tho sceno. 
They offered no resistance but 
the sixth dofondant was wounded 
in the body by a Chineso constable 
who said that while tho sergeant 
wae soarching tho man droppod 
hie hands and mado as if to jump 
over tho bridgo behind them. A 
sovon-cllambored rovolvor was 
found in one of the cars. Four 
of tho chambors had been fired 
and tho remaining thrée bullets 
had misfired. mS . 

Mr. Hazlerigg went on to ex- 
plain that:although tho rovolyor 
was only scon in the possossion of. 
tho sixth defondant, it had boon 
held that possession by ono was 
possossion Ly all when a numbor. 
of porsons wore acting in concort 
for an_ illegal purposo, Tho 
drivors would toll them that 
when tho prisoners roturned to 
tho cars they wore out df broath 
and ordored thom to go'as fast as 
possiblo, - -
